Dear  Fellow  Trade  Unionist: 

President  Kirkland  has  asked  me  to  write  to  you  regarding  the  non- 
compliance with  his  March  4th  letter  to  you  on  consolidation^ 

In  that  letter  he  referred  to  the  criteria  for  consolidating  central  labor 
bodies,  as  per  the  discussions  and  resolution  at  the  1987  AFL-CIO 
Convention  and  the  fact-finding  hearing  conducted  by  Regional  Director 
Myers.  He  stated  that  as  a  result  of  that  process,  Northampton  would  not  be 
affected  but  ordered  a  consolidation  of  Holyoke  and  Pioneer  Valley,  as 
supported  by  the  Springfield  Labor  Council,  the  State  AFL-CIO,  our  regional 
office  and  the  Community  Services  Department.  He  further  instructed  the 
officers  to  work  out  a  plan  to  accomplish  that  consolidation.  The  officers  of 
the  Holyoke  Central  Labor  Body  have  refused  to  participate  in  those 
discussions  or  even  relate  the  pertinent  discussion  held  at  the  Holyoke 
Central  Body  meeting  to  the  Regional  Director. 

There  is  no  choice  but  to  order  the  Holyoke  Central  Labor  Council 
dissolved  and  its  Charter  surrendered  to  the  President,  as  provided  in  Rule  5 
of  the  Rules  Governing  local  central  bodies.  Regional  Director  Myers  will 
take  possession  of  the  Charter,  Seal,  records,  assets,  and  any  other  property 
of  the  Holyoke  Central  Labor  Council. 

Upon  receipt  of  the  proper  application,  President  Kirkland  will 
designate  the  jurisdication  of  the  Holyoke  Central  Labor  Council  to  be  added 
to  the  present  jurisidication  of  the  Pioneer  Valley  Central  Labor  Council. 

I  further  direct  Brother  Myers  to  render  assistance  to  the  locals  in 
that  area  to  ensure  a  high  level  of  affiliation  and  participation,  in  preparation 
for  the  important  elections  in  November.

Dear  Friend, 


Have  you  heard  the  good  news?   Two  court  decisions  in  the  past 
week  upholding  the  Insurance  Commissioner's  power  to  regulate 
suggest  that  regulations  banning  discrimination  in  insurance  may 
survive  the  industry's  legal  challenge  and  take  effect  September 
1,  1988. 

On  June  8  Judge  Tuttle  of  Suffolk  Superior  Court  denied  a 
preliminary  injunction  to  stop  the  regs  from  taking  effect 
September  1.   And  on  June  10  he  upheld  the  commissioner's 
authority  to  forbid  the  industry  to  test  applicants  for  insurance 
for  AIDS.   The  first  case  is  still  to  be  decided  and  the  second 
will  be  appealed,  but  this  is  a  very  positive  set  of  precedents. 

This  issue  has  come  this  far  because  of  allies  like  you,  willing 
six  years  running  to  lobby  and  advocate  for  the  cause.   We  have 
been  fortunate  in  the  political  courage  of  the  governor  and  the 
help  over  these  years  of  experts  and  creative  thinkers  in  the 
administration  such  as  Hilary  Rowen  and  John  Donahue,  and  two 
strongly  supportive  Attorneys  General.   Maybe,  when  the  industry 
has  changed  its  ways,  we  can  bring  the  legislature  along. 

We  will  watch  for  further  developments  in  the  courts  but  also 
begin  thinking  of  a  suitable  way  to  celebrate.   Stay  tuned.

LEGISLATIVE  ALERT 


Greetings : 

The  legislation  to  increase  the  minimum  wage  to  $5.05  an  hour  in 
four  annual  steps  has  run  into  all  kinds  of  opposition  in  Congress. 
The  bill,  approved  by  the  House  Education  and  Labor,  has  been  de- 
layed several  times,  and  it  has  become  clear  that  we  don't  have  the 
votes  to  pass  the  $5.05  bill  intact. 

The  House  Democratic  Leadership  has  decided  to  push  a  compromise 
bill  to  raise  the  minimum  wage  by  40  cents  a  year  in  three  steps  to 
$4.55.   The  A.B.G.  and  the  rest  of  the  labor  movement  will  be  sup- 
porting the  Leadership  effort  to  increase  the  clearly  inadequate 
$3.35  an  hour  and  to  oppose  all  weakening  amendments. 

We  all  need  to  get  involved  in  this  fight  for  a  measure  of  economic 
justice  for  the  millions  of  our  fellow  citizens  who  are  now  working 
at  the  minimum  wage  level.   It  will  be  a  classic  Capitol  Hill  battle 
with  the  labor  movement  on  one  side  and  business  on  the  other.   It 
is  a  fight  the  labor  movement  cannot  afford  to  lose. 

At  this  point,  it  looks  as  if  the  bill  will  be  taken  up  on  the  House 
floor  about  June  22.  That  date  could  slip,  but  planning  is  pointing 
toward  a  House  vote  then. 

We  cannot  be  certain  about  crippling  amendments  that  will  be  offered 
by  the  opposition,  but  there  definitely  will  be  an  all-out  effort  to 
write  into  the  minimum  wage  law  a  subminimum  ( supporters  now  refer 
to  it  as  a  "training  wage").   No  matter  what  you  call  it,  they  want 
to  write  a  two-tier  wage  structure  into  the  Fair  Labor  Standards 
Act  (the  minimum  wage  statute).   If  such  an  effort  were  to  prevail 
in  this  federal  statute,  you  can  be  sure  that  private  employers 
generally  would  be  encouraged  to  try  to  follow  suit.   We  must  defeat 
the  so-called  "training  wage"  which  is  no  more  than  a  subminimum 
by  a  name  proponents  think  is  more  palatable. 

The  Republicans  probably  will  be  offering  a  more  limited  substitute 
proposal,  with  lower  wage  rates,  instead  of  the  $4.55  package.  And 
there  may  be  other  amendments  designed  to  weaken  the  bill  as  well. 
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Please  take  a  few  minutes  now  to  write  or  call  your  U.S.  Representa- 
tive and  urge  him  or  her  to  vote  for  the  $4.55  package  and  to  oppose 
any  and  all  efforts  to  weaken  the  bill.   The  message  is  simple: 

The  minimum  wage  has  been  stuck  at  $3.35  since  1981. 
Purchasing  power  for  the  working  poor  has  fallen  dras- 
tically to  make  the  minimum  wage  even  more  inadequate. 
The  last  time  the  Congress  acted  to  increase  the  mini- 
mum wage  was  10  years  ago  --  in  1977. 

An  increase  in  the  federal  minimum  wage  is  long  overdue. 
We  hope  you  will  support  the  modest  proposal  to  increase 
the  wage  level  to  $4.55  in  three  steps  over  three  years. 
There  are  millions  of  American  working  men  and  women  whose 
lives  will  be  somewhat  better  if  this  critically-important 
legislation  is  enacted  into  law.   We  are  counting  on  you 
to  vote  for  the  bill  and  against  all  weakening  amendments, 
particularly  the  so-called  "training  wage"  proposal. 

That's  the  message.   It  will  be  more  effective  if  you  put  it  in 
your  own  words.   But  please  do  it  --  by  letter,  wire  or  telephone.

The  President's  FY  1989  budget  for  the  Department  of  Education's  GSL  program  contains 
both  positive  policy  recommendations  as  well  as  a  number  of  proposals  which  should  be 
rejected  by  the  Congress. 

MHEAC  agrees  with  the  Department  of  Education  that  student  borrowers  should,  just 
prior  to  graduation,  be  required  to  provide  more  comprehensive  information  about 
anticipated  next  address  and  place  of  work.  Loan  purchasers,  e.g.  secondary  markets 
should  be  required  to  notify  borrowers  when  the  ownership  of  a  loan  is  transferred. 

We  also  welcome  the  Administration's  recognition  of  the  need  for  families  to  begin  saving 
for  college  when  their  children  are  very  young. 

Three  unfortunate  recommendations  were  included  in  the  FY  1989  budget,  however,  that 
threaten  major  components  of  the  GSL  program: 

o  the  federal  commitment  to  guarantee  100  percent  of  defaulted  loans  to  lenders 
participating  in  good  faith  and  adhering  to  program  regulations.  The  Administration's 
intention  to  cut  lender  insurance  to  90  percent  threatens  program  stability  and  many 
banks  will  then  restrict  lenders  to  their  regular  customers  —  as  they  did  in  the  1960's; 

o  the  federal  commitment  to  fully  back  its  program  partners,  state  guarantee  agencies, 
with  100  percent  reinsurance  in  return  for  responsible  program  management  (a 
default  rate  of  under  5  percent).  FY  '89  budget  proposes  to  reduce  reinsurance  to 
guarantee  agencies  to,  in  some  cases,  70  percent.  This  measure  is  all  the  more 
troubling  in  view  of  recent  legislation  slashing  the  reserves  of  many  agencies  through 
a  mandated  federal  spend-down  ($4.7  million  for  Massachusetts);  and 

o  the  federal  commitment  to  the  student  borrower,  for  whom  the  program  was 
designed.  Requiring  a  student  under  age  21  to  produce  a  cosigner  ignores  the 
circumstances  of  thousands  of  GSL  borrowers  who  have  come  to  rely  on  the  program 
and  will  restrict  eligibility  to  those  students  who  have  resources  or  whose  parents 
have  considerable  assets.

I  would  like  to  inform  you  that  this  statement  is  simply 
not  true. 

In  the  past  year  and  a  half,  I  have  been  before  the  Board  of 
Appeals  on  one  development.   That  was  a  developer  which  sought  to 
build  units  in  the  Charlestown  section  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
Immediately  upon  being  retained  by  the  developer  involved,  I 
emphatically  informed  him  that  union  labor  was  a  pre-condition  of 
their  application.   We  negotiated  with  the  carpenters'  union  as 
well  as  others  to  assure  that  union  contractors  would  be  used. 

Personally,  I  have  been  involved  with  one  development  in  the 
East  Boston  section  of  the  city.   Again,  this  is  a  union  developer. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  I  believe  you  are  aware  of  the 
fact  that  my  voting  record  in  the  Senate  has  been  pro-union  since 
1973.   In  light  of  my  voting  record  as  well  as  my  professional  and 
personal  associations  with  union  developers,  I  feel  an  injustice 
has  been  done  in  my  being  accused  of  supporting  a  non-union 
developer.   I  hope  you  will  recognize  the  position  I  have  taken  and 
see  fit  to  support  my  re-election  efforts.

This  responds  to  your  letter  of  June  28,  1988  regarding  the 
actions  I  have  taken  in  response  to  serious  problems  on 
Massachusetts  rail  lines  operated  by  Guilford  Transportation 
Industries  (GTI) . 

As  should  be  clear  from  materials  I  have  shared  with  you, 
and  from  your  conversations  and  meetings  with  Assistant  Attorney 
General  Eric  Mogilnicki,  my  office  has  been  actively  involved 
in  this  matter  over  the  past  six  months.   The  hearings  and 
investigation  now  being  conducted  .>y  the  Department  of  Public 
Utilities  were  begun  at  my  instigation.   I  have  made  clear  to 
the  Secretary  of  Transportation  my  willingness  to  appoint  a 
Special  Assistant  Attorney  General  to  pursue  the  Commonwealth's 
interests  in  this  matter  before  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission.   Furthermore,  I  have  urged  Secretary  of  Labor 
Paul  Eustace  and  Secretary  of  Consumer  Affairs  and  Business 
Regulation  Paula  Gold  to  take  action  to  advance  the  public 
interest  in  lines  that  are  run  safely  and  efficiently. 

Most  recently,  I  have  directed  my  staff  to  evaluate  the 
Commonwealth's  legal  options  regarding  any  shifting  of  assets 
on  GTI  lines.   At  a  June  27  meeting  with  you  and  the  General 
Chairman  of  several  unions,  Assistant  Attorney  General 
Eric  Mogilnicki  invited  those  present  to  contact  him  in  the 
event  of  any  such  asset  shifting.

Given  these  actions,  I  frankly  am  surprised  by  your 
expression  of  "dissatisfaction"  with  the  work  of  the  Department. 
While  I  recognize  that  dealing  with  GTI  is  bound  to  produce 
frustration  in  all  of  us,  it  is  critical  that  this  frustration 
not  lead  to  sniping  among  people  who  must  work  together  to 
ensure  the  future  of  safe  rail  transportation  in  Massachusetts. 
I  hope  that  this  letter  helps  remind  you  of  my  demonstrated 
commitment  to  working  with  labor  to  resolve  the  issues  raised  by 
GTI ' s  operation  of  these  rail  lines. 

In  the  future,  I  will  continue  to  work  to  resolve  the  issues 
raised  by  GTI ' s  management  of  these  lines.   My  staff  will  be 
working  closely  with  the  DPU  to  ensure  the  successful  completion 
of  their  hearings  and  investigation.   While  Secretary  of  Trans- 
portation Salvucci  has  not  yet  responded  to  my  letters  regarding 
GTI,  I  will  continue  my  efforts  to  ensure  that  the  ICC 
understands  and  is  responsive  to  Massachusetts'  vital  interest 
in  the  future  of  our  rail  lines.

Ms.  Byrne  and  about  85  other  women  representing  30 
labor  unions  gathered  at  Southeastern  Massachusetts 
University  last  weekend  to  attend  the  second  annual  con- 
vention of  WILD  —  Women's  Institute  for  Leadership 
Development. 

Organized  in  1987,  WILD's  purpose  is  to  develop 
female  leadership  in  the  labor  movement  in  Massachu- 
setts so  that  union  goals  reflect  the  needs  and  interests  of 
working  women. 

Last  year's  WILD  convention,  held  at  Clark  University 
in  Worcester,  attracted  about  70  participants. 

"I  came  because  I'm  a  union  steward,  and  I'm  newly 
elected.  This  was  a  great  place  to  get  support,"  said  Ms. 
Byrne,  who  belongs  to  the  National  Association  of  Letter 
Carriers.  As  a  steward,  she  represents  her  fellow  letter 
carriers  at  the  Back  Bay  Post  Office  in  the  national 
union. 


According  to  WILD  literature,  women  compose  46 
percent  of  the  U.S.  civilian  workforce. 

WILD  organizers  estimate  that  there  are  about  150,000 
women  in  Massachusetts  labor  unions,  yet  they  are  in  the 
minority  among  elected  union  leaders. 

"That's  why  we're  here,"  said  Rosy  White,  a  Cam- 
bridge resident  and  a  member  of  the  National  Associa- 
tion of  Broadcast  Employees  and  Technicians,  Local  15. 
"More  and  more,  issues  important  to  women  have  to  be 
bargained  with  through  unions." 

Among  those  issues  are  child  care  for  working  parents, 
sexual  harrassment  on  the  job  and  pay  equity. 

The  three-day  forum  at  SMU  included  workshops  on 
those  topics,  but  also  focused  on  helping  women  develop 
confidence  in  their  roles  as  union  members  and  leaders. 

Through  skits,  songs,  discussion  and  leadership  train- 
ing, WILD's  teachers  —  30  union  activists  and  labor  edu- 
cators from  throughout  the  Bay  State  —  urged  partici- 
pants to  find  a  stronger  voice  in  the  labor  movement. 

"It's  almost  like  we're  getting  women's  personalities  to 
come  out,"  said  Cheryl  Gooding,  one  of  WILD's  organiz- 
ers. "You  watch  their  whole  self -perception  change." 

Seven  children  attended  the  WILD  weekend  with  their 
mothers,  and  —  just  like  the  adults  — ■  received  certifi- 
cates of  recognition  at  a  Sunday  afternoon  banquet. 
Child  care  was  provided  throughout  the  weekend. 

Two  all-female  singing  groups,  the  New  Bedford-based 
Umoja  and  On  The  Line  from  Boston,  entertained  the 
group. 

Co-sponsors  of  WILD  are  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO, 
the  Coalition  of  Labor  Union  Women  in  Greater  Boston, 
the  Labor  Education  Center  at  SMU,  and  labor  studies 
programs  at  the  Boston  and  Amherst  campuses  of  the 
University  of  Massachusetts. 

WILD  will  rotate  the  annual  conventions  throughout 
the  state,  said  Ms.  Gooding.  Next  year,  the  WILD  week- 
end probably  will  be  held  in  western  Massachusetts.

Lloyd   Bentsen   was   born   February    11,    1921,   in    Mission,   Texas.

Bentsen  received  a  law  degree  from  the  University  of  Texas  School  of  Law 
in    1942.

With  World  War  II  underway,  Bentsen  enlisted  in  the  U.S.  Army  on 
receiving  his  law  degree.

Dear  Attorney  General  Shannon: 

I  am  writing  to  express  my  concern  and  the  concerns  of 
members  of  the  Massachusetts  AFL/CIO  at  the  outcome  of 
Commonwealth  v.  Morash,  recently  decided  by  the 
Massachusetts  Judicial  Court. 

As  you  know,  this  case  dealt  with  the  question  of 
whether  Massachusetts  is  pre-empted  in  prosecuting 
employers  who  fail  to  pay  vacation  wages  by  ERISA,  the 
Employee  Retirement  Income  Security  Act  of  1974.  The 
SJC  found  that  the  Department  of  Labor  and  Industries 
is  pre-empted,  even  though  the  United  States 
Department  of  Labor  maintains  an  explicit  policy  that 
it  will  not  accept  such  cases.  Thus  employees  fall 
between  the  laws  and  agencies  at  the  state  and  federal 
levels  with  no  recourse  to  collect  vacation  pay. 

I  have  learned  from  the  Department  of  Labor  and 
Industries  that  hundreds,  and  perhaps  thousands,  of 
workers  file  claims  of  this  type  every  year.  Hundreds 
of  thousands  of  dollars  of  wages  are  involved. 

Apparently  thee  have  been  different  interpretations  of 
this  issue  in  other  courts  across  the  country.  This 
fact,  combined  with  the  urgent  needs  of  workers  in  the 
Commonwealth,  makes  it  imperative  that  your  office 
give  consideration  to  appealing  this  case  to  the 
United  States  Supreme  Court. 

I  look  forward  to  your  response  on  this  important 
matter.

The  AFL-CIO  has  received  a  cable  from  Luis  A.  Anderson,  Secretary  General  of  the  Inter- 
American  Regional  Organization  of  Workers  (ORIT),  alerting  trade  unionists  to  new  violations  of  human 
and  trade  union  rights  in  Nicaragua  (see  attached) 

The  AFL-CIO  has  also  learned  that  four  opposition  leaders  have  been  sentenced  to  six  months 
in  prison  under  a  Somoza-era  police  ordinance.  They  were  arrested  after  participating  in  a  rally  on  July 
9  in  the  town  of  Nandaime.  The  four  are:  Carlos  Huembes,  General  Secretary  of  the  Confederation  of 
Nicaraguan  Workers  (CTN)  and  the  leader  of  the  Democratic  Coordinator  group;  Miriam  Arguello, 
General  Secretary  of  the  Conservative  Party;  Agustin  Jarquin,  General  Secretary  of  the  Social  Christian 
Party;  and  Luis  Alberto  Carballo,  brother  of  Monsignor  Bismark  Carballo,  director  of  the  Catholic  radio 
station,  which  the  Sandinistas  closed  down  on  July  10.

REF:   NEW  HUMAN  AND  TRADE  UNION  RIGHTS  VIOLATIONS  IN  NICARAGUA 

1.  On  June  20,  the  following  campesinos,  members  of  CUS,  were  detained:   Luis  Alfaro  Cen- 
teno,  Pastor  Garcia  Matey,  Mariano  Romero  Melgara,  Damaso  Gonzalez  Sanchez,  Jesus  Cardenas 
Ordonez,  y  Teodoro  Esteban  Matey  Romero.  They  are  being  held  in  San  Juan  Rio  Coco,  Nueva 
Segovia  Department. 

Also  arrested  in  the  village  El  Pericon,  Telpaneca,  were  campesinos  Jose  Dolores  Matey 
Ordonez  and  Rafael  Ordonez  Melgara.  Both  are  CUS  members.  They  are  being  held  in  a  place  called 
La  Dalia,  Madriz  Department. 

They  are  being  accused  of  being  counterrevolutionary,  though  formal  charges  have  not  been 
filed.  Presumably  they  are  being  held  for  their  union  affiliation  with  CUS. 

2.  On  June  24,  Mauricio  Canales  Prieto,  member  of  the  Association  of  Independent  Lawyers 
and  legal  counsel  with  a  CUS-affiliated  union,  was  brutally  assassinated  in  his  home  located  in  the  town 
of  El  Viejo,  Chinandega  Department,  by  unidentified  assailants. 

3.  Miguel  Valdivia,  minutes  secretary  (Secretario  de  Actas),  of  the  Posoltega  Campesinos  Union, 
was  arrested  by  members  of  the  Sandinista  army  on  1  July.   His  whereabouts  remain  unknown. 

4.  CUS  member  Carlos  Garcia  Velasquez  was  killed  on  3  July,  allegedly  by  a  policeman  known 
as  "Margarito."  The  incident  occurred  in  Nindiri. 

5.  The  Sandinista  Workers'  Center  (CST)  circulated  flyers  on  July  6,  threatening  the  Congreso 
Permanente  de  Trabajadores  (CPT)in  the  sense  that  they  would  be  liquidated. 

Also,  members  of  the  Sandinista  army  have  threatened  CUS  affiliates  in  the  community  called 
"Las  Parcelas",  Chichigalpa,  not  to  take  part  in  a  CUS  sponsored  agrarian  program,  "Agricultural  Cycle 
88-89,"  and  to  join  the  Association  of  Agricultural  Workers  (ATC),  which  is  controlled  by  the  Sandinistas. 

6.  The  independent  union  organizations  grouped  in  the  Congreso  Permanente  de  Trabajadores 
(CPT),  which  includes  the  CUS,  were  preparing  a  demonstration  for  the  17th  of  July  to  protest  against 
government  repression  and  the  rising  cost  of  living.  The  Sandinista  authorities,  claiming  that  political 
conditions  are  unsuitable,  have  prohibited  the  march  from  taking  place. 

7.  Between  midnight  and  1  a.m.  on  Sunday,  July  10,  the  CUS  headquarters  in  Managua  were 
stoned  by  unknown  persons.  Windows  were  broken  and  a  car  belonging  to  CUS,  parked  on  the 
premises,  was  damaged. 

8.  On  Monday,  1 1  July,  the  government  closed  down  the  catholic  radio  station  Radio  Catolica 
for  an  indefinite  period  of  time,  while  the  opposition  daily  newspaper  La  Prensa  was  ordered  shut  for  fif- 
teen days.

Governor  Dukakis  has  asked  me  to  respond  to  your  recent  letter  on  the 
Senate  President's  Open  Enrollment  proposal. 

As  you  probably  know,  the  Governor  vetoed  the  proposal  in  its  present  form 
but  asked  the  State  Board  of  Education  to  develop  a  more  careful  plan  to  test 
the  concept  of  interdistrict  open  enrollment  in  1989.   I  am  enclosing  a  copy 
of  the  Governor's  letter  to  the  Commissioner  and  Board  of  Education  that 
enumerates  the  issues  he  believes  must  be  addressed  in  the  design  of  a  pilot 
open  enrollment  program  if  such  a  program  is  to  be  successful. 

The  Commissioner  of  Education  has  indicated  his  intention  to  move  ahead 
quickly  to  design  a  demonstration  project.   As  a  first  step  he  and  the  Board 
will  be  seeking  public  input.   If  you  want  to  express  your  views  on  the  design 
of  the  Open  Enrollment  demonstration,  the  person  to  contact  at  the  Department 
of  Education  is  Dr.  Charles  Glenn  (770-7530).

Dear  Chairman  Crain  and  Commissioner  Raynolds: 

Massachusetts  has  for  the  past  twenty  years  been  a  leader  in 
developing  innovative  methods  of  providing  increased  parental  choice 
in  puolic  education.   We  have  used  parental  choice  as  a  device  not 
only  for  achieving  racial  and  ethnic  desegregation,  but  as  a  strategy 
for  improving  urban  schools.   Under  the  Board  of  Education's 
leadership,  over  60,000  students  in  Massachusetts  now  attend  "schools 
of  choice"  in  our  cities,  and  3500  minority  students  participate 
through  METCO  in  int erdist r ict  transfer  programs.   In  addition, 
several  hundred  students  pay  tuition  to  attend  public  schools  outside 
their  home  districts. 


As  you  know,  Senate  President  Bulger  proposed  in  the  FY89  budge- 
that  the  Commonwealth  initiate  an  Open  Enrollment  demonstration 
project  under  which  students  from  two  uroan  districts  could  transfer 
to  out-of-distr ict  schools  at  state  expense.   Because  there  are  a 
number  of  unresolved  issues  and  questions  about  this  proposal,  and 
because  there  has  been  limited  opportunity  for  public  input,  I  do  not 
feel  it  is  possible  to  proceed  with  this  demonstration  project  this 
September  in  a  way  in  which  the  concept  could  be  fully  and  fairly 
tested.   My  veto  of  this  proposal  in  the  budget,  however,  is  not  a 
rejection  of  the  underlying  idea  of  increasing  parental  choice  in 
public  education.  On  the  contrary,  I  believe  that,  with  adequate  lead 
time  for  planning  and  with  the  development  of  appropriate  safeguards, 
an  interdistr ict  transfer  program  could  add  an  important  new  dimension 
to  our  efforts  to  increase  parental  choice  within  our  public  schools. 

I  therefore  propose  the  following  action.   I  ask  the  Board  to 
design  and  implement  a  test  of  the  concept  of  interdistr ict  open 
enrollment  in  one  or  more  metropolitan  areas  beginning  in  January 
1989.   As  a  first  step  in  developing  an  implementation  plan,  I  would 
urge  the  Board  to  hold  a  series  of  open  hearings  to  receive  tha 
suggestions  and  advice  of  parents,  teachers,  students,  school  and

In  my   view  a   feasible   int erdistr ict   plan   should,   at   a  minimum: 

(1)  insure   open,    fair,    and    equitable   student   admissions   procedures; 

(2)  allow   the   participation   of    bilingual    and   special   needs 
students; 

(3)  establish  appropriate    family    income    limits; 

(4)  insure   no  adverse   impact   on   school   desegregation; 

(5)  provide   transportation    costs,    especially   for   low-income 
students ; 

(6)  encourage   transfer    in    both   directions,    not    j_st   from   city    to 
suburbs . 


Because   other   states,    notably   Minnesota   and  Wisconsin,    have   had 
substantial    experience  with    interdistrict   choice  programs,    it   would   be 
advisable   for    the   Board   to    learn    how   these   states   hare  addressed   these 
and   other    issues.      Given   the    Board's    long   and   successful  history    in 
administering  programs   that    increase   parental   choice  while   enhancing 
educational    equity   and    excellence,    I   am   confident    the   Board,    with 
substantial    public   consultation,    can   develop  an    interdistrict   open 
enrollment   demonstration/pilot   program  with   adequate  safeguards   and 
controls   to   enable   us   to  test    this    concept    in   a   full  and  careful 
fashion.      I    look   forward  to   reviewing  your   plan   in   mid-December,    along 
with  whatever   statutory   language   and^oudget  you  believe  will    be 
necessary   to   implement  this   program/^n^   broader    scale   in   FY90.
